the agreement concluded between 
these railroads on the 20th inst., 
through the irrigation block of the 
Canadian Pacifie railroad into the city 
of Calgary. 

With the signing of this agreement 
the Canadian Northern railway, which 
for the past three months has been 
unsuccessfully attempting to force 
its line through the irrigation block, 
will be rushed forward into Calgary.”

matter of stopping the Canadian

It was because the two companies 
did not get together that the C. P. R. 
found it necessary to take out an in- 
junction against the C. N. R. com- 
pelling them to stop work about three 
months ago and when this failed they 
swore out information against the con- 


tractors and subcontractors for dain- 
ages and trespass. 
While this second litigation was 


going through the courts, the beard of 
railway commissioners stepped in and 
about the middle of last month made 
a request to the officials of the two 
companies to hold a conference and 
try and agree on a settlement for the 
construction of that part of the C, N. 
R. line from mileage 175 to mileage 


206. The conference was held and an 
ugreement covering this part of the 
line was signed by J. 8S. Dennis and 
the C. N. R. engineers. The agrees 
ment was signed on the 20th inst., 
the last day given by the railway 
board for the settlement of the dis- 


pute as to this part of the line, who 
had advised both companies that they 
would reach an amicable settlement 
After the settlement of the first part 
of the line under dispute was arranged 
the board issued a further provisionel 
order asking the representatives — of 
the two companies to get together 
again on an agreement for that part 


of the line from mileage 206 to the 
city of Calgary. This time the econ- 
testants were given until Saturday, 


August 27, to settle the dispute, but 
they settled it three days ahead of 
time when they signed the agreement,

VERY ENCOURAGING REPORTS 


Great Increase in Immigration—84,800 
Acres of Land Taken Up During 
Month of August 
Calgary.—Receipts at 


the Land 


Titles’ office during August of this 
year amounted to $11,600 against 
$7,770 for the corresponding period 


last year, which is an increase in the 
receipts of $3,650, or over 50 per cent, 

During the month just drawing to a 
close there were 122 immigrants regis- 
tered at the immigration hall, which 
is very nearly twice the number regis- 
tered in the same month last year. 

The bank clearings for Augu t were 
$15,052,196 as compared with 
216, an increase of $4,792,980 or 
per cent. 

The land office returns which com- 


pares favorably with those of last 
year, show that during the month 
84,800 acres of land were taken up. 
This is made up as follows: Home- 


steads, 143; homesteads and pre-emp- 
jtions, 178; pre-emptions, 21; purchased 
homesteads, 10. 

The customs returns also show their 
usual increase, the returns this month 
being over 65 per cent. more than 
they were for August, 1909. In figures, 
the 1909 returns amount to $53,730.67, 
while the approximate figures for 
August, 1910, are $84,000. The in- 
crease in entries is about 50 per cent.

It has also been 
proved that many of the most beauti- 
ful annuals and perennials among the 
flowers will grow luxuriantly on the 
prairies, and it was this fact that 
caused the professor to make the 
statement that commences — this 
ticle. Many ornamental trees and 
shrubs can also be grown, and the 
visitor believed that in the future the 
prosperous prairie farmer would make 
his home a little paradise set amidst 
beautiful flowers and shrubs.

At the Calgary Land Office 112 Quarter 
Sections Were Disposed of to 
Intending Settlers 
Calgary. —The government of the 
Dominion of Canaaa entered into an 
agreement last week with a number of 
homesteaders to give them an abso- 
lutely free title to 112 quarter sections 
of land at the expiration of three 
years, should they fulfil the require- 
ments of the regulations in regard to 

residence and cultivation. 

This represents almost 18,000 acres 
land, or about seven-ninths of a 
The land is north of the

Ded Deer river. 
Although some of those who had 
waited all night did not secure the 


places to which they considered they 
were entitled in the line-up, there 
was very little grumbling. 

Most of those who filed had made 
several selections of land before they 
cxume here, and, in the event of their 
first choice being taken before they 
reached the counter, they still had 
other homesteads on which they could 
file, and were not forced to go away 
disappointed. 

The staff of the lands office were 
kept very busy receiving applications 
and answering inquiries in regard to 
land. 

“Tt was the most orderly rush of 
homesteaders we have had in the past 
two years, considering the cireum- 
stances,”’ said J. R. Sutherland, Do- 
minion lands agent, “and they were a 
superior class of settlers 

“Of course, there was a little grumb- 
ling by a few, but after they saw that 
we were carrying out the regulations 
and could not act otherwise than we 
were doing, they appeared quite satis- 
fied.” 

“Considerable imp-ovement has re. 
cently been made in the interior of the 
lands office, to facilitate the transac- 
tion of business, and more applicants 
can now me waited on in the course of 
a day than formerly. 


Results of Experimental Farm at 
Lethbridge Were Very Successful 
This Seasot 
Lethbridge.—Mr. W. H. Fairfield, 
of the Dominion Exyerimental Farm 
at Lethbridge, has demonst.ated be- 
yond doubt the value of dry farming 
this year, and he has discovered that 
with only two inches of rainfall, by 
this scientific metaoi, a normal crop 
can be had. He had experimented 
with the eastern method of fallowing 
in summer and had this dry year 
found it a complete failure. By dry 
farming, however, winter wheat had 
yielded anywhere from 12 to 20 bush- 
els per acre, which Mr. Fairfields re- 
gards as good, considering that there 
had only been two inches of rain 
since January. A normal annual rain 
for the Lethbridge d.strict is 16 or 17 

inches. 


Mr. Fairfield has not commenced 
the threshing of his irrigated land 
crops yet, but from appearances he 


thinks they will give a normal yield. 
This is the first really dry summer 


that the farm has experieneed in its 
three years of existence, but it has 
proved rich for purely experimental 


purposes. 

On the dry lands, alfalfa did not do 
very well, but on th igated ground 
it has gone as far as three crops. Twe 
are already cut, and the two realized 
about four five toms to the acre 
The third crop will yield another two 
tons.

The unusual quantity of 
wheat being delivered from this year’s 
harvest is due to the unusual earli- 
ness of the scason this year.

BIGGEST WHEAT MARKET 


. 
Winnipeg Is Now First in the List 
of Wheat Receiving 
Centres 

Winnipeg.—Winnipeg is the greatest 
wheat receiving market on the conti- 
nent of America and far exceeds Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis and other import- 
ant and much larger cities in this re- 
spect. Winnipeg has overtaken and 
passed Minneapolis and leads in every 
respect by a big margin. In the mat- 
ter of oats this city comes second to 
Chicago, but in wheat received Winn. 
peg receives three and a half times as 
much. 

This statement is in brief the re- 
port of the board of trade which was 
compiled and issued by C, N. Bell, 
secretary, and the amnouncement sur- 
prised the local grain men who have 
been in the business since the grain 
exchange was organized. 

The importance of Winnipeg as a 
grain market is not fully realized by 
Canadians generally; and the state- 
ment showing the actual receipts of 
wheat at Winnipeg as compared with 
the actual receipts at the principal 
grain markets in the United States 
shows the situation exactly. It is to 
be noted that the figures for Winni- 
peg are taken from the Dominion 
government grain inspector's records 
filed daily with the Winnipeg board of 
trade under Dominion law, and are an 
exhibit of western Canadian wheat 
actually received in the railroad yards 
in Winnipeg, and these statistics do 
not inelude grain shipped from south. 
ern Manitoba direct to Duluth via the 
Great Northern Railway company’s 
lines, nor do they include local 
liveries, nor grain inspected at 
gary, a pereentage of which does ac- 
tually pass through Winnipeg yards. 

It will be seen from the statements 
that Winnipeg, by a good margin, is 
the greatest actual wheat market on 
the North American continent. Dur- 
ing some years past it has been com- 
mon with Western Canadians to pre- 
dict that ‘‘some day’’ Winnipeg re- 
ceints would reach those of Minne- 
apolis which city for many years has 
been by a very large surplus the 
largest wheat receiving centre in the 
United States. The fact that the re- 
ceipts at Minneapolis fell off as com- 
pared with the previous year, while 
those at Winnipeg increased by over 
fifty per cent., are most significant of

“HUNTING FOR TITLES, 


New British Peers Are Having Trou- 
bles Over Their Names. 


The seven new English peers put 
on the birthday honor list by King 
George are having trouble in picking 
their titles. They may choose their 
own titles unless they infringe on the 
accepted rules; otherwise the crown 
will, in diplomatic language, com- 
mand the new peers to guess again. 

The first rule is that after a title nas 
once been held by a member of the 
royal family it will never afterward 
be bestowed on a subject not of the 
blood royal. 

The second rule is that no peer rank 
ing below an earl can choose for his 
title the name of a county or a county 
There are a number of countie- 
vacant, including Flint, Merioneth 
janff, Claekmannan, Dumbarton, 
Kirkcudbright, Monaghan and Kos- 
common. 

The next rule is that when a cer- 
tain designation once has been used 
for a peerage, even if that peerage has 
long been extinct, the title will not be 
renewed for a peerage of lower de- 
gree. It was not until Lord Hawkes- 
bury, for instance, had been raised to 
an earldom that the designation of 
Liverpool was revived. 

Another rule is that where a former 
peerage is in abeyance or under at- 
tainder the title of it shall not be 
chosen for a new creation, except by 
the heir, because there is always the 
chance the attuinder may be reversed 
Lord Leith of Fyvie desired to be cre- 
ated Lord Fyvie, but the old peerage 
of that name, now under attainder 
stood in the way. 

If a new peer desires to take his sur- 
name as his title he may do so, no 
matter how many other living peers of 
the same name there raay be. Thus 
Lord Russell of Killowen was so cre

To Save the Babies. 


To teach ideas of motherhood to 
girls at an early age is the aim of a 
bill introduced in the British House 
of Commons recently by Dr. Addison 
of Hoxton, Eng. His measure pro- 
vides that instruction shall be given 
in public elementary schools as to 
the eare and feeding of infants. He 
suid that 129,000 children veder 12 
months old died each year in Eneland 
and that medical experts calculeted 
that one-third of these denths were 
preventable The inerease in the 
death rate, he told his colleagues, was 
due mainly to the ignorance of young 


mothers, many of whom knew little 
about the importance of cleanliness 
and the need for properly feeding 


their youngsters. 

“If we wish to deal effectively with 
the cxuse of our national weakness,” 
suid Dr. Addison, “we must begin at 
the eradle. The only proper way to 
begin is to give instruction to the 
girls in school. The instruction is 
simple and would take very little 
time.”

This total of passengers does 
not include commuters, none of whom 
was killed. 

Of this total only 390 were injured. 
By accident- to trains 82 railroad em. 
ployes were killed and 2,148 injured, 

One reason why the total deaths 
from all causres is so low is that per- 
sons are rarely killed while walking! 
on the tracks. All the English rai!- 
roads are fenced or hedged in and 
trespassing is not only forbidden but 
srevented. Magistrates deal rigorous-

A CELEBRATED FARMER 


LATS WM. RENNIE PIONEERED 
IN PROGESSIVE METHODS. 


The Widely Known Seedsman, Whe 
Died Recently, Was Born In Scar- 
boro and Made the Rennie Home- 
stead One of the Famous Farms of 
Canada—He Was a Great Admirer 
of Clydesdale Horses. 


In the death of William Rennie 
one of the best known pioneer farm- 
ers, seedsmen and agriculturists of 
Canada has passed away. The de. 
ceased for many years had been & 
leader in progressive farming in On- 
tario «nd was the author of one of 
the best known text books on the 
subject. Mr. Rennie had been in 
poor health for some time past and 
on May 23 he received a stroke of 
paralysis, after which he declined 
steadily until his demise. 

Like many other successful Cana- 
dians who have risen to prominence 
in business and public life Mr. Ren- 
nie was a self-made man and was 
born in an humble log cabin in 
Searboro in March, 1835. His father 
and mother had emigrated from Scot- 
land a few years previous und were 
in poor circumstances during their 
early days on the tarm. By bard 
work, intelligence and zeal that farm 
became one of the most celebrated in 
Ontario and the Rennie homestead in 
Searbyro is known all over the pro- 
vince among progressive agricultur- 
ists as the Gold Medal Farm. In 
1860 he started farming for himself 
on the second cossession of Mark- 
ham, near Richmend Hill, but in 
1870 he moved to Toronto and estab- 
lished the seed business which has 
developed to such a wonderful extent 
and which has made the name of 
Rennie a familiar one throughout 
Canada in every agricultural com- 
munity. The business is now one of 
the largest of its kind in the Domin- 
jon and bas branches in Montreal, 
Winripeg and Vancouver. 


LATE WILLIAM RENNIE. 


In 1884 Mr. Rennie was awarded 
the silver medal for the best man- 
aged farm in the province, while his 
brother Simpson won the gold medal. 
The reunions at the Rennie fars: are 
quite famous and have frequently 
brought together over a thousand 
leading agriculturists. Mr. Rennie 
was a great admirer of Clydesdale 
horses and imported a large number 
every vear from Scotland and experts 
say that no better animals were ever 
brought into Canada of that class. 
In 1889 Mr. Rennie retired from ac- 
tive business operations, leaving con- 
trol in the hands of his sons who are 
fo ably carrying on the good work 


commenced by the father In 189% 
Hon. Mr. Dryden, then Minister of

dent at the Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege at Guelph and to demonstrate 
there his new idea regarding agricul- 
ture.

A slip caused 
the player to strike his head violently 
as he fell, rendering him temporarily 
unconscious; and what was thought 
to be an especially clever niece of 
acting was warmly applauded by the 
spectators ! 

Rain is the great bugbear of the 
pageant-maker, and the first per- 
formance of the Ilford Pageant had to 
be postponed owing to the downpour. 


Distinctions of class, creed, and 
country were forgotten while the 
early Briton, the haughty Roman, 


and the mediaeval courtier exchang- 
ed views on the unkindness of Fate. 
and the jester forgot to smile and 
joke in the process of disrobing. 
Queen Elizabeth, in the glory of ropes 
of pearls, ruffle, and splendid gar- 
ments, had to he hustled unceremoni- 
ously into a four-wheeled cab; while 
the hardier knight of St. John don- 
ned a waterproof over his armor, and 
sie home.
